HINTS TO SMOKERS 


Every Burling pipe has been seasoned naturally by long 

“ NO BREAKING IN ” “«d 

" breaking-in.” If care is given 
for first few smokes* you will be recompensed by the 
enjoyable smoking of your BARLING during its long 


TJie inside of the bowl of a new pipe may be slightly 

moistened just prior to filling with tobacco, 
LOADING which will assist a protective crust to 

accumulate quickly, Fill your pipe about 
threcquarters capacity pressing tobacco down evenly and 
fairly tight. A recommended method is to lay on the palm 
of hand the requisite quantity of tobacco, then place the 
bowl over tobacco and make a gentle circular movement 
using slight pressure. The tobacco will enter bowl gradually. 
When sufficiently full tear off any odd ends of tobacco and 
press down evenly. 


Smoke gently for Eirsi few smokes, and be sure to allow 

bowl to get quite cold before commencing 
SMOKING to smoke it again. Iio not smoke a new 

pipe in the open, where a high wind is 
likely to be encountered, or on a rapidly moving vehicle. 
Under no circumstances should a forced draught be used. 
Several pipes should be in use to avoid continually using 
the same one. 


In the event of a thick crust having accumulated inside the 
bowl, it should be removed with a blunt 
knife, taking great care not to cut the briar, 
and special attention should be given not to 
not scrape crust away right down to the wood, but 
a thin protective layer.

Do not knock your pipe heavily on any hard 
substance : it may break the stem or push piece. 
Continual jarring is liable to cause the howl to split. 


CLEANING Your pipe can be cleaned with methylated 
spirit applied with a feather or pipe cleaner.
